Full details are, as yet, wanting in regard 
the action of June 8, at Malegnano, but it is 
sufficiently clear.that the Austrians had in- 
tended to cover their retreat beyond the Adda, 
and afford time fer a fresh concentration of 
their forces by’ the defence of this iviportant 
‘post, “and -that- they were. driven: from 
their entrenchments only, after &@ se- 
vere. contest of . several . hours’ - duration. 
By a curious coincidence, in the second bafile 
of Malegnazo, as in the second battle of Mon- 
tebello,. the relative positions of the French 
and their antagonists were reversed. In ‘the 
first battle. of Montebello, won by Liaynas in 
1800, it was the French who attacked, and the 
Austrians: whostood onthe defensive. In the 
second battle, won by-Fonry; it was the Aus- 
trians who attacked,-and the French. who 
stood on the defensive. In the first battle of 
Malegnano, on the contrary, won by «Francis 
I., in 1535, it was the French who occapied the 
town, and the Swies who endeavored to drive 
them out. In the. second battle of Malegnano, 
it is the Austrians who hold the town, and the 

French who dislodge them. 

The first: battle of Malegnano was an action 
of great importance in the history of war. Jt 
has obtained the name of, the «Battle of 
giants,” from the fary with which it was con- 
tested, and it demonstrated the efficacy-of ar- 
tilery against infantry, when properly served, as 
completely as the Swiss victories of Morat and 
Nancy had established the power of infantry, 
when properly equipped and arrayed, to defeat 
the heavy eavalry of the middle‘ages. : ‘In this. 
sense it, is that. the. battle is treated of by 
military historians, and especially by the ac- 
tual Emperor of the French, from whose work 
on the History _of Artillery, we translate ‘to- 
day in our columns a very ‘interesting account
